The his- 
tory of Tslngtau is known, and the 
Japaneae captured the city.

DENVER. June 25.—The history 


of Samuel Gompers is largely the his- 
tory ot organized labor. Since 1881, 
with the exception of one term, he 
has been president of the A. P. of L.. 
which he 'was largely Instrumental 
in organizing. 
Friends of the vet- 
eran labor leader say he is the most 
active man in the United. States, de- 
spite his 71 years. He traveled an 
average of 100 miles a. day during 
1920, one trip being made by air- 
plane to keep an engagement. Hardly 
u meal is eaten without a conference 
going on some day, and at times he 
has dictated statements aa he rode. 
During the past year he lias written 
four books and 50 pamphlets. 
An- 
other book is in - the .hands , of his 
publishers. 


Throughout the war he was active 


in preventing strikes. 
In war work twice he visited Eu- 


rope, making speeches in behalf of 


the'war. and participating in 
the 
peace conference. 
The slogan "no 


3va.ce without.a victory," U credit- 
ed to. Gompers. He wa* chairman of 
.he labor commission of the national 
council of deferiM' during the war, 
president of the American Alliance 
'or labor and democracy, and chair- 
man of the commission on" interna- 
tional labor,at the peace conference.! 
In addition to his administrative j 


work as president, Gompers edits the 
American Kederationlst, 
a monthly 
publication, directs labor's efforts to 
jbtaln favorable legislation at Wash- 
ington, a,nd keeps in touch with la- 
bor activities throughout the coun- 
try.With the exception of this 'year 
and in 1894, when John McBride. a 
mine worker, was elected .president, 
Gompers has had virtually no oppo- 
sition-for re-election. 
He. married 
Sophia Julian, of New- York early 
in life. 
After her death, he mar- 


ried Mrs. Gertrude Cleaves Neusch- 
eler of Zanesville, 0.. in April of this 
year. 


Born In England, Gompers came 
to America when 13 years old. Work- 
ing an a cigar maker, he organized 
an international cigar makers' union 
in 1864, and was secretary and presi- 
dent for six years. It was in con- 
nection with this work that he be- 
came interested in the larger move- 
ment which resulted in organization 
of the federation.

"which is causing much delay in ap- 
portioning the fuel to the different 
cities.

Buy coal now 
and save the situation." 


A. \V. Anderson. East Oakland 
dealer, also advises people to buy 
their winter coal within the next 
two weeks or month, else the State 
will experience a coal famine worse 
than any years during the war or 
after. 
Delivery of coal from mines 


is almost 25'per cent less than last 
year, Anderson said, which decrease 
is bound to cause a shortage. The 
largest mines in the nation are oper- 
ating only three days a week, Ander- 
son said, because there is no imme- 
diate demand for the product.

BERKKLKY, June 25. — Predic- 


tion that if Oakland gives a favorable 
vote to the alternative plan 
and 


tx-eks to form a. city and county gov- 
ernment, Berkeley will form another 
city and county of its own and that 
county division \vill be the inevitable 
result, was made last night by J, S. 
Wright, officer of the Longfellow 
Community Association, following a 
debate on the consolidation question. 
"If Oakland takes this step," said 


Wright, referring to the formation 
of a city and 
county government, 


"Berkeley 
will 
certainly do 
the 
same." Members of the club greeted 
the statement with applause. 


Although Joseph Klein, president 


of the club, admitted that probably 
a majority of tho members were op- 
posed to consolidation, the associa- 
tion refused to take a vote-on the 
question. 
The meeting was held in 


the Longfellow school, California and 
Ward streets. 


VOTE WiAS REQUESTED. 
Klein declared that the Affiliated 


Berkeley Clubs had requested a vote 
on the consolidation Question. 
Im- 


mediate opposition to the- registering 
of tho club's sentiments was voiced 
both by proponents and opponents 
of the plan. 
That action be de- 


layed until a charter has been com- 
pleted by the freeholders was urged 
by members and tho meeting closed 
without placing the club on record 
in the matter. 


Rev. 
H. H. McKnight. pastor of 


tho San Pablo Community church, 
made a. strong plea against consoli- 
dation, pointing to the hidden dan- 
gers lurking in the present plans. G. 
M. Chaplin, representative of a San 
Francisco-Oakland newspaper, pre- 
sented a plea for a consolidated city 
and county government. At the con- 
clusion of his talk, h~e was asked by 
members of the audience to tell some 
of the advantages which might ac- 
crUR and whether or not tax savings 
might be affected. He declared that i 
he could not definitely answer those 
Questions until a charter Tiad been 
framed, declaring that much depends 
on the instrument now being drafted 
by the freeholders. 
CITY TOLD TO GO SLOW. 
"Berkeley has many things that 


money cannot buy," declared Rev. 
McKnight. in urging that the college 
city remain a« it is at present "Ber- 
keley knows what she has now; but 
she does not know what she will 
have under this proposed consolida- 
tion." ;in talking of the dangers of 
the alternative, Kev. McKnight said: 
"Oakland has 30,000 more voters 
titan all ot the rest of the county. 
There is no reason in tho world why 
she cannot have anything that she 
wants and thetrr is every reason to 
bolievc that a split county will follow 
this consolidation plan."

Mooswood—Has a well, but the 
pumps have been out of commis- 
sion for three weeks.

Harrison—No wells, little city wa- 
ter in the last month. 
Lawns are 
yellow. 
Harrison—No wells, little water 
in the last month. 
Lawns are yel- 
low.

San Antonio—Has a. well but it is 
not enough. 
DeFremery and other parks are 
said to be in good condition, though 
orders have been given at all the 
parts to keep the water bill as low; 
as possible. 
Fresh money in the 
budget means fresh water for the 
lawns, it. is asserted.

In a report to the commissioners, i 
the park board also emphasizes tho! 
condition of the gardens.
